[The following communication come» 
from a gentleman who resides a dozen or 
more miles from Dix on, and therefore we 
deem that it has tome force on the sub­ 
ject discussed.—Editou Tel egraph.] 
As county politics warms up we again 
hear the time honored, stereoty ped whine 
that Dix on is gobbing up all the offices. 
Correspondents of county papers take up 
Che refrain, and I am in receipt of letters 
from aspirants to county offices who 
claim it is a strong hint in their fav or 
that they hail from the eastern part of the 
county , while the positions they desire to 
fill are now occupied by “ Dix on men.” 
A glance at the facts, taken m connection 
with the source whence the complaint 
originates, makes the accusation appear 
rather ndiculous. 
As to the facts; of the numerous candi­ 
dates now in the field, not one, with the 
ex ception of Crabtree, can be called a 
‘Dix on man.” Of the ten county offices, 
not one is filled by a “ Dix on man,” in 
any ordinary acceptation of the term. 
The officials who hav e the misfortune to 
reside in Dix on, became residents by v ir­ 
tue of being elected to office, or being ap­ 
pointed to deputy ships. 
We might per­ 
haps ex cept Mr. Morrison, who went to 
Dix on to reside about a y ear before he 
was,elected to office. When, in order to 
fill a county office to which he has been 
elected or deputised, a man i9 under the 
painful necessity of residing in Dix on, it 
looks to me singularly unkind and incon- 
sistant, to say the least, to turn at the ex ­ 
piration of his official term and raise a 
hue-and-cry to kick him out on the ground 
that he has'become a “ Dix on man.” 
Looking back twenty -fiv e y ears we find 
but v ery few cases where Dix on has furn­ 
ished county officials. DeWolf, Crabtree 
and Charters as county judges; B. F. 
Shaw as circuit clerk; Stiles, J. T. Little 
and Tiumau as county treasurers; Bard- 
well as States attorney , and Hawley (who 
can hardly be called a Dix on man at his 
first election) as county clerk, comprises 
—if my memory serv es me right—the 
whole list, certainly a v ery fair showing 
for Dix on considering the power and in­ 
fluence she is able to wield in county pol­ 
itics. 
We further find that Wy oming, 
Amboy . Brookly n, Lee Centre,. Sublette 
and Viola bav c furnished the most of the 
county officials, about in proportion to 
the order named. With the ex ceptions 
of Carey , of Alto, and Howe, of Ashton, 
the six north-eastern towns of the county 
hav e nev er been honored with county of­ 
fice. They hav e many times had candi­ 
dates in the field butbav e alway s buffered 
defeat from the fact that the south eastern 
towns hav e alway s discriminated against 
them in fav or of the “ Dix on men.” It is 
notorious that the dissatisfied section 
alway s giv es its support to the so-called 
“ Dix on men” whenev er it has no candi­ 
date of its own in the field. That our 
south-eastern friends hav e furnished some 
of our best county officials no one can 
deny . 
They now hav e a full quota of 
' candidates in the field, and if they should 
be successful they will be obliged to 
mov e to Dix on, and so bo joined to that 
terrible class known as “ Dix on men;” and 
thus be placed fairly in line to be them­ 
selv es ex posed to the kicking out process 
four y ears hence. Consistency and com­ 
mon sense are as becoming in politics as 
in an y o th er b u sin ess o f life.

Mr. Trenholm’s nom ination as 
com ptroller of tho cu rrency was equ ally a 
su rprise, Ijecau so tho opinion prevailod that 
this appo intm ent lay between Mr. Onerney, 
of Chicago, and u New Y o rk o r a New Lu g* 
landm an.

ST ART ED T H E WIND AGAIN. 


S e n a to r s C o n t in u e th o A r gu m e n t o f th o 
D u t k in C a se. 
W ashington 
City, M arch 17 .—'The debate 
on tho Du skin case took a fresh sta rt Tu es­ 
day after its rest and fo u r senators con­ 
tinu ed the work of elu cidation. 
F irst came 
Morrill, 
who told tho senate of a slight 
erro r Kenna had 
fallen into reg^iding 
the origin of the qu arrel when ho referred 
to a case in which the finance committee 
had asked fo r certain paper« . 
M orrill said 
th at in tho instance allu ded to tho papers had 
been pro m ptly sent in by the soerotary, in­ 
clu ding a letter of tho su spended oilicial, 
and the resu lt was th a t tho appointee bad 
been pro m ptly confirmed. 
M orrill also 
said the practice of asking for these papers 
was on* th at had been followed for years. 
Cu llom of Illinois, reviewed portions of 
Pu gh’s 
speech, and 
then, 
replying to 
Kenna*s argu m ent as to w hat constitu ted a 
pu blic paper, Cu llom said tho im po rtance 
o r relevancy of papers m u st be ju dged by 
their su bstance. 
The irrelevancy of the 
hypo thetical loiters su ggested by 
K eu na 
was apparent. 
Following 
th a t senato r’s 
idea, Cu llom su ggested a probable com­ 
m u nication to a pu blic oflicial which wou ld 
bo a pu blic paper. 
Su ppose, ho 
said, 
some Democrat shou ld draw u p a paper 
bearing the semblance of an info rm atio n or 
tru e bill of indictm ent charging tho Repu b­ 
lican incu m bent of office tho Democrat de­ 
sired, w ith all sorts of offenses. 
This was 
perhaps sworn to, and then forw arded to 
the president, by whom it was filed in tho 
proper departm ent This paj>er was perhaps 
followed by its au tho r’s application fo r tho 
office. 
I t m ight perhaps be assu med that 
the president had tho right, as ho claimed, 
to consider su ch commu nications as private 
papers, bu t after he forwarded them to a 
departm ent and placed them on the flics 
they certainly 
became 
pu blic 
papers. 
If the president has removed no officers 
except for cau se, some su ch papers mu st 
have been filed. 
Indeed su ch docu ment« 
had been invitad by the present adm inis­ 
tratio n, as evidence of which Cu llom read 
I ho celebrated confidential letter of Post­ 
m aster General Vilas, showing th at docu ­ 
m entary evidence wou ld bo requ ired in 
m aking removals, in which circu lar the 
postm aster general stated th a t he spoke for 
tho president 
If su ch papers were now on 
tile, the senate was entitled to them. 
If 
there were no su ch papers on file, let him 
say so, and tho co u ntry cou ld ju dge how 
well ho had redeemed every pledge h * had 
made to the people. 
Maxey followed Cu llom and devoted hi- 
tim e to proving th at the election of 1881 
m eant th a t the Repu blican oili- ia ls m u st go, 
and in this connection lit: said there had not 
been one tenth enou gh removals, and th at 
the object of this debata on the Repu blican 
ide was to prevent any. W hat was wanted 
and expected !y the people was a Demo­ 
cratic adm inistratio n, root, stem and branch. 
. Genu ine civil service reform demanded th at 
the execu tive, who was requ ired by the con­ 
stitu tio n to take care th at the laws were 
iaithfu lly execu ted, shou ld have tho selection 
of honest and competent agents in accord 
w ith the policy indicated by his election. 
Maxey also considered tho constitu tional 
dcpect of the qu estion, and held that the 
power of removal was exclu sively an execu ­ 
tive power. 
Dolph then got tho floor’and presented the 
qu estion u s seeu by the G rand A rm y of the 
Repu blic. 
He said th j discharge from the 
governm ent service of veterans of tho Union 
and their replacem ent by m en who had ren­ 
dered no su * h service 
to 
the cou ntry 
amou nt* d to discrim inatio n against 
the 
scldior. 
He produ ced repo rts of the employ­ 
m ent com m ittee of the Grand A rm y of the 
Repu blic, which he eltpnv id. showed that the 


disci fininations against t hem m**n during 
the lost y ear, amounte 1 to a practical nulli­ 
fication of tho laws giv ing preference to 
Union soldiers in gov ernment employ .

QUEEN VICTORIA’S H R ST SPEEC H . 


london In a State of Enthusiasm—I>e. 
meanor of the Glrl-Queen. 
Queen Victoria had not b een long upon the 
throne b efore the path of duty led her to the 
hous» of lords. The parliamentary officials 
in Jane of 1)37, dealing with the earliest 
U S k that received the royal assent, b etrayed 
fin toveral instances b y their monotoning of 
ojLrBoi le veult * and ‘‘hk majesty” howmuch 


the ancient formula« had b eefitritfpart of their 
b eing. They soon, however, b ecame accus­ 
tomed to the young queen, *mce her acce^ton 
to the throne was during 
a political c rwis. 
While William IV lay in state awaitipg b urial 
at Windsor the country was ex cited b y pre­ 
parations for a general election. 
It so happened, therefore, that b efore the 
queen reigned a month « he made her first visit 
to parliament The occasion was a proroga­ 
tion, and the royal message laid on the tab le 
of b oth houses on the day succeeding the 
proclamation of the queen stated that it was 
ex pedient, in the judgment of her majesty, 
that no new measure b eyond such as the 
pub lic service rendered ab solutely nwetsary 
should b e introduced until the new parliament 
m et Her majesty was proclaimed at St. 
James’ palace on the 21st of June, 1837; she 
went down to prorogue parliament on the 17th 
of July. 
London that day was in a state of intense 
enthusiasm, a n d in the streets, as in parlia­ 
ment, all was joy ful acclaim. Tb s clear, sweet 
voice of tbs girl queen, under perfect control, 
as for the first tone she delivered a roy al 
speech in the bquse of lord» , together with 
everv incident of the ceremonial, has l*en 
described by many historians. * Most of us 
have read that the queen wore a white satin 
robe “ decorated with jewels and gold, the 
Garter on her 
a r m 
, , and a mantel of crimson 
velvet on hershoulder*;” also a “ diadem and 


n e c k l a c e of costly diamonds.” The house of 


lor d s was crowded with rank and fashion. 
Twice the trumpets sounded a false alarm, 
mid the peers, peeresses, mid grcat ones of 
church and State whispered to each other that

queen’s self-posseeoion had given way in 
the robing-room. 
At the third fanfare the roy al procession 
entered, and It was then seen that though the 
queen’s face was flushed, and she seemed 
struck with the gorgeous spectacle before her, 
there was no indication of nervous trepida­ 
tion. 
After a few apparently reassuring 
words from Lord Melbourne, tho ceremonial 
business began. 
The Times next day re­ 
marked that the queen’s first speech to parlia­ 
ment was on the whole an “ inoffensive, all*‘it 
an inane document;” but, like the other jour­ 
nals of that period, it was high in praise of 
the roy al reader of the inanity . “ Her maj­ 
esty ,” it said, “ read the speech in a clear and 
distinct ton« ; her enunciation was deliberate 
Mid correct., and, her voice being musical, she 
mode herself heard without an apparent ef­ 
fort. Her demeanor was at once graceful and 
dignified, and confirmed that prepossession in 
her favor which every one seemed to con 
ceivo on her first entering the housa.” — Ex 
change.
